1 . Claims 1, 2, 4, 6 - 14, 16 - 19, 21 - 34, 36 - 39 are pending. Claims 3, 5, 15, 20 
and 35 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 19, 34, 36 are independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 19, 34 and 36 are allowed based on the following: 
Prior art of record considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or 
suggest: scheduling the service process and a need for an advertisement message, 
wherein the scheduling is configured to take advertisement messages received to the 
service-specific anycast address from other servers into account in determining the 
need for an advertisement message and sending an advertisement message when the 
service process provides the service via the communication link to all other servers in 
response to the scheduling and in addition to the other specific limitations in the precise 
manner as recited in claims 1, 2, 4, 6 - 14, 16 - 19, 21 - 34, 36 - 39. 

Claims 2, 4, 6 - 14, 16 - 18 are allowed due to allowed base claim 1. 
Claims 21 - 33 are allowed due to allowed base claim 19. 
Claims 37 - 39 are allowed due to allowed base claim 36. 

So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the

independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
